a company of Fort Sheridan regulars 
came to W hiting at 4:30 o’clock.

Soldiers and

At 6 o’clock two companies of In­ 
diana m ilitia arrived from Hammond;

cess of 320 acres to each holder.

jured. The wreckers had unspiked the 
rails for eighty feet and covered their 
work with sand. 
One of the stringers 
had been cut off and a small piece of 
wood substituted in such a way it 
would fall through as soon as a heavy 
weight passed upon the raiL 
Several 
arrests have been made. 
Officers have found the tools which 
were hidden w ith which the rails were 
removed from the ties and know who 
hid them. 
The train consisted of nine cars, 
five of them Pullmans.

engine plunged through the trestle 
and none of the men had time to jum p 
and save themselves.
